ments.

bunkers and capitalists arrived here 
from New York Monday morning, and 
all day conferences "were in progress 
between those gentlemen and promi- 
nent officials 
Among the prominent 


New York bankers now here are:

Rothschilds; J. Pierrepont Morgan, and 
Messrs. Speyer and bacon. 


Monday night the president, Secre- 


tary Carlisle and Mr Morgan were in 
conference at the executive mansion 
until a late hour. Mr. Belmont had 
seen the secretary earlier in the after- 
noon. Yesterday morning the confer- 
ence was resumed with Mr. Morgan. 


An industriously-circulated rumor

The other section authorizes tho secre 
tary of the treasury, whoa there is i 
deficiency in the revenues, to issuo cor 
tificates of indebtedness to pay currenl 
expenses, the certificates to ba in sum.

This tm asuro, as Mr. Reed explains, 


is only a temporary expendient to meet 
the present distress. In this sclieme tho 
author puts the matter in tho form that 
can be understood by the people. The 
present trouble with the treaouiy, 
Mr. Reed has heietofore stated, is not 
that the pold reserve cannot be main- 
tained. That is only a secondoiy com- 
plication und comes from tho fact that 
under the present tariff law the reve- 
nues are not sufficient to mpt-t the expen- 
ses of govornment, and no law on earth 
could opei ate to maintain the gold re- 
serve, so long us it must lie attacked to 
meet current expenses. The unly way 
it can be done is by bon owing money to 
make up the deficiencies in the receipts 
as has. already, twice become necessary. 


In spitii of the plain proposition, 


which every man should accept without 
cavil, a great clamor has been raised 
about greenbacks being the dangerous 
medium by which the gold is dragged 
out of tbo treasury. Mr. Reed meets 
those danorers, who arc trjing to de- 
ceive the iwople, by the first section of 
his bill, which provides for the sale of 
bonds to buy and retire greenbacks; 
..;id shoull the present administration 
• : -ire to pass away its time retiring 
flA-enbacks, it can do so, but when it 
t.eds money to meet the deficiencies 
cauc d by tho Wilson tariff law, it will 
have to dj it by issuing certificates of 
indebtodnuES provided for in the seeocd 
•ection of tho-bill. This will divide and 
keep separate tho accounts in the treas- 
ury depart ment and will end tho decep- 
tion. 


Another important feature of the bill 


if the small denominations of the certiti- 
catoa, which will give toe people an op- i 
fiortunity to invest in them, and thus 


fully opens the way for any demand 
there may be for a popular loan. 


It is also, as Mr. Reed says, only tem- 


porary. It will meet all the troubles of 
the present administration for the cur- 
rent two years of its existence. After 
that the Democratic party will be out of 
power, and the Republicans, who are 
broad enough and American enough to 
legislate in the interests of our own peo 
pie, will be in power and there will be 
no further need of makeshift legislation 
tc pull a stupid administration out of 
the financial mire. Mr. Reed has hit it, 
and hit it right, arid his simple plan 
should be adopted with great unanimity. 
It ought to eati&fy everybody. 


WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From our llegular Correspondent.) 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 4,1895. 


When Senator Lee Mantle, of Mon- 


tana, took the oath of office the Demo- 
cratic majority of the senate disap- 
peared—let us hope never to come back 
again. Tho, senate now consists of 86 
members, 43 Democrats, 38 Republicans, 
5 Populists. When the Republican sen- 
ators from Wyoming and Washington 
take their seats the senate will be full 
for the first time for several years, and 
45 will be a majority. The only change 
made by the accessions to the senate, 
from a financial point of view, is to 
strengthen the silver men, who already 
had a majority. As an answer to ap- 
peals which have been made to them to 
join hands with the administration and 
pass a financial bill, several Republican 
senators have made a careful canvass of 
the senate, and the result is that forty- 
seven senators are for the free coinage 
of silver and thirty-nine against it. The 
free coinage men will have forty-nine 
votes when the Washington and Wyom- 
ing senators arrive.Jv 


There is a hitch in the administration's 


program for the new issue of bonds. 
While it is given out that the adminis- 
tration is waiting to see if congress will 
act upon Mr. Cleveland's gold bond 
recommendation, it is well known that 
the delay has been caused by the de- 
mands of the capitalists who are expected 
to subscribe for the new bonds. Orders 
have been issued to the bureau of en- 
graving and printing to print §000,000,- 
003 o! 4 per cent. 30-year bonds author- 
ized by the specie resumption act cf 
1875, but what amount will be issued is 
not yet known. Mr. Cleveland is said 
to favor advertising for bids without 
stating any specified amount and ac- 
cepting all Batisfactory bids, but the 
cabinet is understood to be divided on 
that idea.

of a principle; to see it contrasted with 
the rule. Men may lay down rtileH but 
not principles; legislatures can enact 
rules, but uo legistature can even enact 
a principle, A rule is limited 111 time;

for another; but principles are everlast- 
ing. Rules are local. They apply to 
certain places and may not be gout) in 
others: but a principle is universal in 
application.

It must domi- 
nate in our courts of law and between 
all men regardless of race. 
"Third Principle—Governments exist 


for the governed and not the governed 
for the government. Parties exist for 
the people and not people for parties. 
The sickle exists for the sake of the 
harvest; hence, if the sickle doen not do 
its work we throw it away ami get * 
reaping machine; but if the harvest ex- 
ists for the sickle, then all human im- 
provement is paralyzed. Purlieu are 
tools existing for the people. It they do 
not do tho work, throw them away and 
get one that will. Be members of a 
party, use that party, but do not b» 
used. Make the party a tool; do cot bo 
its tool. 


"The last principle I mention is the 


brotherhood of men. This is greater 
than the equality of men before tne law. 
It makes it the duty of tho strong to 
care for the weak. It ie this |>rinciplo 
which makes itself Been in all OM noble) 
charities and our asylums and institu- 
tions for the blind and ireane. But thii 
principle goes further and demands that 
men not only care for the intirin, but 
they enact laws to prevent nwn from 
becoming parties of charity as far as 
possible 
Xheee laws would close ever/ 


place of evil that oppresses man. 


'•These are some of the fundamei.-tal 


principles underlying our government. 
To their partial development we ow» _ 
our present glory, and all futuro tri- 
umphs are along the linen of their i>cr- 
fect application."

SENATE. 


s. Feb. 5.—The opening 


of yesterday's session of the senate 
was accompanied by a rather stormy 
scene between two members of that 
body. An objection which Mr. Harris 
(dcm., Tenn ) made to a request of Mr. 
Mitchell (rep.. Ore.) to be allowed to 
address the senate iu explanation of a 
report which he proposed to make was 
resented by the Oregon senator, who, 
after some little exchange of discour- 
tesies, indulged in the cutting- remark 
that the Tennessee senator was "capa- 
ble of doing unusual and indiscreet 
and ungentlemanly things." For this 
the angry reply was made that Mr. 
Mitchell's conduct was "contempti- 
ble." 
There were some storm indica- 


tions after this point, but a timely use 
of the (ravel by the vice-president pre- 
vented any fmther explosion of anger 
on either side and business was pro- 
ceeded with. 


The district of Columbia appropria- 


tion bill crowded out other matters 
and occupied the remainder of the 
day's session, the bill being passed be- 
fore adjournment. At one point the 
financial question broke out iu the 
shape of an amendment offered by 
Mr. McLaurin (dein, Miss.) looking 
to the coinage of the silver bullion 
in the treasury to the amount of the 
seigniorage, 855,000,000, but the amend- 
ment to which it wag offered was de- 
cided by a vote of the senate to be out 
of order, and Mr. McLaurin's amend- 
ment fell with it 


After the district appropriation bill 


was passed the diplomatic and consu- 
lar appropriation bill was taken up— 
not, 
however, displacing the bank- 


ruptcy bill as the unfinished business, 
and the senate at 4:45, after a brief ex- 
ecutive session, adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


The first day's debate in the house 


on tbe currency and banking bill, with 
authority to issue low-interest, long- 
time bonds to maintain the gold re- 
serve, brought out Mr. Reed's substi- 
tute for the measure which had been 
discussed the past day or two. 
The 


speech iq which he presented the 
proposition was the principal feature 
of the day. 
The bfll is, iu brief, that 


the secretary of the treasury be 
directed 
to 
issue 
3-per-cent. 


certificates of indebtedness to meet the I 
deficiencies in receipts, the gold re- 
serve to be used only for the redemp- 
tion of greenbacks. These certificates, 
he said, might be for two years or less 
and could be redeemed out of the sur- 
plus receipts, which the secretary esti 
mates the treasury will 
have this 


year. 
This would avoid all ques- 


tions, he said, 
which hinder 
the 


passage of the committee's bill, and 
meet 
the 
present 
exigency. The 


republicans, he said, were willing to 
Forego any party advantage that might 
je obtained from a continuance of 
iresent conditions and join in the pas- 
sage of a measure that would relieve 
the country; but it must be such a 
neasure as commended itself to tha 
ideas of right and justice and practi- 
cability. The bill he offered as a sub- 
stitute was ordered to be printed in 
rhe record. 


The debate was participated in by 
dessr*. Springer (dem., 111.) and pat. 
erson (dem., Tenn.) in favor of tha 
till, and Messrs. Walker (rep., Mass.), 
lall (dem., Mo.), Swansea (dem., Va ) 
Simpson (pop., Kan.), McKeig-han (pop' 
Neb.) and Pence (pop., Col.) against it. 


Messrs. Walker and Cox also have 
•nbstitutes for the pending bill, which 
hey propose to offer. 
Before the currency and banking- bill 


was token up several private bills were 
•assed; also a resolution calling upon

BHxt claimed that Hay ward had told 


him of killing' two men, one a China-

ings, but the court put a stop to this 
line of questioning. 


Bliit's bearing during the cross-ex 


animation w»s remarkable. In vain 
did Mr. Erwin. for the defense, try to 
shake him. Question followed ques- 
tion in rapid succession, and trap after 
trap was laid for the witness, but he 
escaped them all. 


His interviews with the attorneys 


for the state were gone into at length 
and he declared that the story he told 
on the stand was the same that he 
told 
the prosecuting officers.

whole bearing and his direct manner 
in answering questions were convinc- 
ing to no small degree and the belief 
was general that this time he was 
really telling the truth.

WAsniifOTON, Feb. 6—The senate 


yesterday afternoon, in executive ses- 
sion, reconsidered the Japanese treaty 
and made the change in its text to 
which attention was called some davs 
ago by the state department. As the 
treaty was amended last week by the 
senate it provided that it should be 
within the power of either of the con- 
tracting parties to abrogate it after 
twelve months' notice. 


Inasmuch as the treaty does not go 


into effect until four years from now 
m 1899 this put it within the power of 
the United^tates to abrogate the con- 
vention before it went into operation 
a condition which the Japanese minis- 
ter represented would be manifestly 
unfair to the government of Japan 
He urged that the treaty be reconsid 
ered, and that the amendment be 
changed so that it could be abrogated 
a ter twelve months only after the 
same had been in operation.
